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There  were  36  deaths  during  the  year  compared  with  48  the  previous 
year,  giving  a death  rate  of  11.64  compared  with  15.23  in  1966,  and  11.2 
for  England  and  Wales. 

30  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  65  years  and  over.  7 deaths  were 
due  to  cancer,  one  of  which  was  due  tn  lung  cancer  compared  to  1 in  1966. 

0 deaths  were  due  to  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and  10 
were  due  to  coronary  disease,  and  angina.  Hypertension  with  heart  disease 
caused  2 deaths  and  1 death  was  due  to  other  circulatory  disease. 

Pneumonia  accounted  for  2 deaths  in  persons  aged  over  75  years  and 
there  was  1 death  due  to  bronchitis.  Other  respiratory  diseases  accounted 
for  2 deaths. 

One  death  was  due  to  respiratory  tuberculosis. 

There  was  1 accidental  death  due  to  motor  vehicle  accident  but 
there  was  no  death  caused  by  accidents  in  the  home. 


One  death  was  due  to  other  defined  or  ill-defined  diseases. 
Still-Births 

The  Still-Birth  Rate  (per  1,000  total  births)  was  21.3  compared  with 
19. 60  in  1966  and  14.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  actual  number  of  still-births  was  one.  This  was  in  a baby  born 
in  hospital  at  the  36th  week  of  pregnancy  and  the  loss  of  life  in  this  case 
was  probably  avoidable. 

Infant  Deaths. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  Nil  compared  with  40.0  in  1966  and  18.3 
for  England  and  Wales. 

The  actual  number  of  infant  deaths  was  nil  compared  with  2 last  year. 
Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths,  giving  a Maternal  Mortality  Rate  of 
Nil  compared  with  0.2  for  England  and  Wales.

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was  109  compared 
with  16  the  previous  year. 


107  cases  of  measles  were  notified  compared  with  10  the  previous 

year. 

There  were  no  notified  cases  of  dysentery  or  of  food. poisoning 
this  year,  compared  with  1 of  each  in  1966.  Two  cases  of  suspected 
food  poisoning  were  notified,  ^hen  the  patients  were  visited  they 
were  quite  well  and  had  only  been  ill  a very  short  time.  No  food  was 
available  for  bacteriological  examination  and  there  was  no  food  that 
was  suspected. 

No  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  compared  with  3 in  1966. 


There*  were  no  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  compared 
with  1 last  year,  but  2 cases  o^  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified 
compared  with  nil  in  1966.  Two  cases  of  pulmonary  and  one  case  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  removed  from  the  register,  two  having  been 
cured  and  one  having  died.

You  will  note  that  there  were  5 people  requiring  further  observation. 


This  means  that  they  were  referred  to  their  own  doctor  who  would  probably 
refer  them  to  a Chest  Clinic.  I have  no  further  information  regarding 
these  cases  as  reoorts  are  of  a confidential  nature.  There  is,  of  course, 
cause  to  worry  as  two  notifications  of  tuberculosis  in  the  urban  district 
have  been  received  since  May  1966.  One  of  these  was  an  open  case. 

Care  of  the  Aged . 

Several  cases  were  brought  to  our  notice  os  requiring  care  and 
attention.  These  were  followed  up  and  with  the  assistance  of  Health 
Visitor,  District  Nurse,  Home  Heins  end  the  Welfare  Officers,  there 
was  no  cause  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act. 

One  case  of  an  aged  person  requiring  care  and  attention  caused 
some  worry.  She  was  not  in  good  healtu  and  although  a Home  Help  was 
provided  she  was  a nuisance  to  everyone.  She  was  admitted  to  hospital 
and  from  there  she  went  to  a Home  for  the  Aged  where  she  settled  for  a 
short. time  over  Christmas,  then  insisted  on  going  home.  This  was  not 
a case  where  one  could  take  action  under  Section  47,  National  Assistance 
Act,  but  she  is  being  kept  under  observation.  The  case  is  also  under  the 
observation  of  the  County  Welfare  Officer,  who  is  contacting  her  relations 
to  see  if  they  can  help.  Her  housing  conditions  are  very  good  but  she 
would  definitely  be  much  better  off  in  a Home  for  Aged  People  - her 
family  may  be  able  to  persuade  her  to  agree  to  becoming  a resident  at 
Awel  y Mor,  Abergele. 

The  Health  Visitor  is  to  be  praised  regarding  the  work  she  does 
with  aged  people  - even  outside  working  hours  and  sometimes  late  at  night.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  ARE*! 

SEWERAGE 

The  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  is  similar  to  previous 

years . 

The  construction  of  the  new  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 
at  Plas-yn-Dre  Fields  is  almost  comoleted.  It  is  anticipated  that 
the  whole  Scheme  will  be  in  operation  early  in  1968. 

The  sewer  extension  to  the  north  of  the  town  to  serve  Plas  Isaf, 
and  mentioned  in  last  year's  Annual  Report  has  been  completed  and 
properties  previously  on  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  will  be  connected 
immediately  the  main  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  completed. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supoly  to  the  town  is  controlled  and  administered  by  the 
West  Denbighshire  and  West  Flintshire  Water  Board.  Water  is  obtained  from 
Crafnant  Lake  in  Caernarvonshire  and  Llyn  Conwy  in  Denbighshire.  It  is 
chlorinated  both  at  Cae  Crwn,  Crafnant,  Trefriw,  and  at  Llyn  Conway,  and 
has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year  both  in  quantity  and  quality.

^en  samples  of  water  from'  the  public  mains  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  eiffht  of  which  were  reported  as  Ministry  of 
Health  Class  I Satisfactory.  The  other  samples  were  Class  4 Unsatis- 
factory. Subsequent  samples  taken  were  however  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


SCAVENGING  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  one  'Karrier' 

Bantam  low  loading  metal  covered  vehicle.  A weekly  collection  is  maintained 
throughout  the  urban  area. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Plas-yn-Dre  fields  and  is  controlled 
by  depositing  layers  of  soil  on  the  tip  surface.  This  work  is  done 
approximately  every  three  days  by  means  of  a Ferguson  tractor  with  high 
lift  loading  shovel.  No  complaint  was  received  during  the  year.  The 
total  cost  of  the  refuse  col1ection  and  disposal  for  the  financial  year 
ended  31st  March  1967  was  £2,980. 

Consideration  was  given  during  the  year  to  the  necessity  of  providing 
alternative  landto  Plas-yn-Dre  fields  for  the  purpose  of  domestic  refuse 
tipping.  This  land  is  gradually  being  filled,  and  the  Council  have  aoproached 
the  neighbouring  Nant  Conway  Rural  District  Council  regarding  the  use  of  the 
Dolgarrog  tip. 


THE  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  QTp  FOOD  SUPPLIES 
Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I960 

Inspection  of  food  premises  is  regularly  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  the  above  regulations.  Most  premises  are  kept  reasonably  clean  and 
satisfactory.  There  are  three  school  canteens  and  kitchens  in  the  town, 
all  very  well  conducted  and  a high  standard  of  hygiene  is  maintained  by 
the  staff.

In  addition  to  the  usual  tests  for  quality,  six  of  the  samples 
of  milk  submitted  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  antibiotics  with  a 
negative  result  in  each  case.  All  the  samples  were  certified  by  the 
Public  Analyst  to  be  genuine  and  free  from  all  prohibited  preservatives 
and  colouring  matter. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  urban  area  and  licensed 
by  the  Council. 

^his  is  well  kept,  clean  and  In  a sanitary  condition. 

All  meat  is  inspected  and  stamped  according  to  the  Meat  Regulations, 
1963.  There  has  been  100%  Meat  Inspection. 

Reciprocal  arrangements  are  also  made  for  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
of  Hirqethog  R.  D.-  G.-  to  inspect  meat  in  the  absence  of  the  Council's 
Inspector  and  vice  versa. 

The  animals  are  slaughtered  and  inspected  between  S.30  a.m.  to 
6.0  p.m.  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays  and  Thursdays.  Slaughtering 
outside  these  times  is  notified  separately  by  the  butchers.  There  is 
no  Sunday  slaughtering. . There  is  good  co-operqtion  between  the  butchers 
and  the  Council  in  an ‘effort  to  keep  within  the  scheduled  times  of 
slaughtering. 

There  are  no  poultry  slaughtering  establishments  in  the  area.  A 
general  oversight  inspection  of  poultry  is  kept  in  the  shops.

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Speech  Therapy  Clinic. 

The  Speech  Therapist  visits  Llanrwst  each  week  and  treatment  is  offeree 
to  school  children  and  those  approaching  school  age.  It  is  fortunate  that 
in  Llanrwst  the  Speech  Therapist  is  Welsh  speaking. 

The  children  are  referred  by  doctors,  school  nurses  and  head  teachers 
and  have  a variety  of  speech  problems  varying  from  complete  lack  of  speech 
and  language  development  to  mis-articulation  of  a single  sound  and  stammerer 
- number  of  children  attend  each  week  for  treatment,  but  others  may  attend 
at  intervals  for  advice.  In  some  cases,  particularly  with  younger  children, 
direct  treatment  may  be  unnecessary,  and  advice  re  management  is  given  to 
the  parents. 

Close  liaison  is  maintained  with  other  departments  in  the  School  Health 
Service  and  the  Speech  Therapist  visits  schools  in  the  area  to  discuss  probl 
with  the  staff,  whose  co-operation  is  greatly  appreciated. 

The  speech  therapy  clinic  is  always  well  attended,  and  parents  appear 
to  be  most  grateful  for  the  advice  and  treatment  offered.
